WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Despite 
a finding that the debt structure 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. “is 
far too burdensome and that its 
debt and interest _ requirements 
should be substantially reduced,” 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission late yesterday approved an 
extension of the company’s refund- 
ing and extension mortgage 5 per 
cent gold bonds to April 1, 1942, 
subject to the following conditions: 

1. The company must comply 
with the terms and conditions im- 
posed by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, : . 

2. Any modifications of the com- 
pany’s “plan and agreement” for 
these bonds must be approved by 
the commission. 

3. No dividend shall be declared 
on either the common or preferred 
stock until so ordered by the com- 
mission. 

4; The present exemption of the 
company from the 1935 Public Util- 
ity Holding Company Act shall ter- 
minate immediately without fur- 
ther order by the commission if 
the approval of the extension by 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission is modified, revoked or oth- 
erwise terminated. 

Bonds Were Due in 1934. 

The Laclede company comes un- 
der the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion as a direct subsidiary of the 
Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion, which is now undergoing reor- 
ganization. 

The 5 per cent gold bonds were is- 
sued in 1904 and became due in 
1934, at which time -an extension 
wag obtained until April 1, 1939. At 
present bonds with a par value of

James Fugate, American, Al- 
ways Went Unarmed Among 
Fierce Moros.

MANILA, Dec. 15.—Authorities 


here were informéd today that 
James Fugate, former Governor of 
Sulu, American noted for. his abil- 
ity to control amicably, fierce Mo- 
ros and other non-Christian tribes 
in the Philippines, had been mur- 
dered. 

Fugate, who came to the islands 
as a schoo] teacher about 385 years 
ago and remained to serve as Gov- 
ernor of Sulu Province under four 
Governors-General, was said to be 
the only American on the island 
of Jolo who never went armed. He 
always preached that kindness 
could achieve more than force with 
the fierce Moros. 

The report given authorities was 
telegraphed to Episcopal Bishop G. 
F. Mosher by the Rev. L, G. Mo- 
Afee at Upi, Cotabato Province. 
The message read tersely: “Gov. 
Fugate murdered Wednesday 
night. No clews.” 

Upi is in the heart of Mindanao 
Island, in Moroland, where Fugate 
was employed by the Episcopal mis 
sion station in charge of the Rev. 
Mr. McAfee. 

In the early 1920s, Fugate spent 
several years in a Livermore (Cal.)

It is ea manufacturing concern 
which makes a product to sell. That 
product must be of such quality 
that it will be bought by a wide 
segment of the people living ‘in the 
area covered by the newspaper. In 
the end, if the newspaper is to be 
successful, it must give the -people 
what they and the president de- 
mand—‘freedom of news. Most 
successful financially are those 
journals, like the Post-Dispatch, 
which freely disseminate the news. 

“On the other hand, one finds 
some» newspapers owned and op- 
erated by industrialists whose other 
business ends are served at the ex- 
pense of these journals. The almost 
invariable rule is that these news- 
papers are money-losers. 

“Another .group. of American 
newspapers is ruled by the dogma 
of prejudices and malices of pub- 
lishers who wish. to impose their 
personal heliefs on the public under 
the heading of news.

More Strenuous Now, Warner Says

PALO ALTO, Cal. Dec. 15.—Football players of 30 and 40 years 
ago were tougher and hardier than their cousins of today but the ga 
itself is more strenuous now than in the chain guard and whiskers ¢ 


says Glenn Scobey “Pop” Warner. 

Warner, one of the ancients of 
th. coaching profession, speaks 
with the. wisdom acquired over a 
period approaching half a century. 
Next year will be his forty-fifth 
since he played guard at Cornell, 
captained and helped mentor the 
team in his senior year, 

For six seasons now he has 
coached at Temple and he hopes 
“to continue in the game for awhile 
yet.” He’s seen a lot of football— 
at Iowa State, Georgia, Carlisle, 
Pittsburgh and Stanford, among 
others. 

He spends his winters at his 
home here. His scrap books date 
pack to days when he was a piano- 
legged stalwart, a college boxing 
star as well as gridiron hero. 
Pointing to an “action” picture of 
the Harvard-Cornell game of 1894, 
played at Manhattan Field, New 
York City, he said: 

“Here’s why I say football is 
more strenuous today. In this pic- 


ture 21 of the 22 players. are on 


| their feet. We pushed, and pulled 


each other around. We were a& 
close together’‘as sardines in a can. 
Our blocking consisted of nudging 
with the shoulders. 

“It makes me laugh to think of 
comparing our old game with the 
modern variety. It’s wide open now. 
The players have distances to go 
and gather momentum for their 
blocks. -When they hit, they’ really 
mean it. Somebody goes down. ‘It 
has developed into a slam bang 
game, played by vigorous young 
men. ; 

“At the same, I think the earlier 
day athletes ha® more stamina. 
The reason is they were trained to 
last a whole. game. It was longer 
then, too, 35 minutes to a half. We 
had fewer stibstitutes. A fellow 
who didn’t stick out a contest con- 
sidered himself a sissy, just about. 

“It is my personal opinion that 
a boy nowadays who can't stand a 
full game isn’t much of an ath- 
lete. Figures show that with so 
much time out, the entire action is
